The Rome correspondent of the 


Philadelphia Bulletin, speaking of 
the Ciniuci, a remarkable people 
discovered by the Swedish explor- 
ers of the North Pole region, MJS: 
The people fonad there were not 
precisely savages—they were clothed 
(roughly, perhaps)—but they were 
clothed in skins of reindeer or eeal. 
There costume might not suit Pa- 
risian taste, but it w« adaptable to 
their clime. It is composed of rein- 
deer skin stockings lined with eider- 
down, reindeer or sealskin boots 
reaching to the knees, and under 
theae, again, reindeer or sealskin 
trousers, over which are worn in ex- 
tra cold weather other trousers lined 
with fur. And then a tunic, coat 
or blouse of the same materials 
reachedto the knees, and according 
to the weather, several of these are 
worn cue over the other. For the 
head they wear a cap to match th 
rest of this charming costume, ant 
this cap is tied under the chin like 
a baby's cap. Finally they war 
over their chests a kind of bib o" 
sealskins, which bib they draw ovei 
their faces, when the air threatens 
to bite their noses. 


The very fashionable people of 


the country fasten tails of anima's 
to the edges of their coats. This is 
to show you that they are rich, as 
their riches consist in reindeer, some 
families possessing as many as 100, 
000 of these animals. The ladifs 
wear the same costume ?s the gen- 
tlemen, which gives them a strange 
and awkward walk. Howevir, as a 
little distinction, they wear the hair 
in two loug plaits at the side of each 
cheek, and their neck and back arc- 
bare. It seems that the cold has 
less etf«t on them than on their 
lords. It is true that when they 
have young children they carry 
them on their backs, and that shel- 
ters them. Both men and women 
are short of stature, but stout and 
wonderfully strong, as they can 
walk for miles with burdens on 
their backs which we Europeans 
could not even lift. Their faces are 
large and broad and they have no 
foreheads. In this the women woolc! 
be qnke the fashion in Europe, 
where the ladies do all tliev can to 
conceal their forehead*.

He came with his parents to 
Quincy in 1638, when his father, who 
survive* him, established the Rogers' 
wagon factory, of which the mayor has 
for many yean been the head, the fath- 
er having retired, a wealthy man. 
layer 'Rogers was serving his second 
term, which would have expired May 1. 
Although a republican, his popularity 
nd known business qualities gave him 
on both occasions the largest majority 
any mayor ever received in Quincy, 
though the city is strongly democratic. 
His able management of city affairs, to 
which he deroted his entire time and 
energies, to the neglect of his own busi- 
ness, at a nominal salary of 1250 per 
year, proved that the confidence of the 
people was not misplaced, the universal 
verdict being that Qnincy never had a 
better mayor. He leaves a widow and 
six children amply provided for—two 
girls and fdar boys. The funeral will 
tak* place on Wednesday, and wil! be 
the largest ever seen in Quincy. The 
remains will be the first to be deposited 
in the vault of the magnificent Rogers 
monument, erected gome years ago by 
the father, Timothy Rogers, at an ex- 
pense of $10,000.

That Mohamme- 
dans and other rude races are indif- 
ferent about burying the bodies of 
those in whom they nave no special 
peraona^inierest I cau well believe. 
With them the feeling of sympathy 
for physical suffering ia almost non- 
existent. If so callous about, tbe 
living, why should they care for the 
dead? Over and over again ia In- 
dia I have been disgusted by the 
crnel way they leave a dog, when 
disabled by a boar, to die a linger- 
ing death in the jangle—from star- 
vation, or being eaten while still 
half alive by beasts of prey—when a 
prod with a spear would have faded 
the poor brute's misery. It is .the 
same with other animals. 
Of the 


70,000 camels which died during 
the 1878 79 Afghan campaign, I 
suppose a large majority died in one 
or other of the above horrible way?. 
Of those that did not, we may safely 
conjecture the happy dispatch wts 
either due to the humanity of a 
British officer, or to the promptings 
of the Mohammedan stomach.
